These are simply tees with another opening, 
making four instead of three ; twelve “‘ pipe 
fence tees” were also ordered. These fit- 
tings are like ordinary tees, except that the 
straightway hole is cored out to slide over 
the pipe, while the third, or tee hole, is 


tapped. Eight closé) nipples were found, 
and four 6 inch and eight ‘right 
and lefts” completed the schedule. 


The four pipes, €ach 21 feet long, were 
cut into three pieces. Two pieces, each 5 
feet 4 inches long, were cut from each length 
of pipe. Both ends of the long piece were 
threaded, and one end of each short piece 
was cut with a left hand thread. The short 
pieces were put four in a bunch, with ends 
even, and wired together. Pieces of round 
iron 6 inches long were driven into the 
uncut ends of the pipe, and a 6 inch piece 
Was put between the pipes, so that they all 
laid snug around it. 

The four pipes were next welded together 
for 6 inches at the unthreaded end. Both 
Sets were welded and an ordinary ‘‘ stub 
end” was welded to one end. After the 
exact length of rod was ascertained, the 
other stub end could be welded, or both 
could be put on at the time of welding the 
Pipes, and the length adjusted by cutting off 
the long rods, one end of each being left un- 
threaded until the welding was completed.

This will always hold. A 
good coat of hot gas tar makes a fine look- 
ing affair of the job. It will be a connect- 
ing rod to be proud of, and, like “high 
grade engineering,” it uses the least possible 
quantity of iron in just the right place. 


Why don’t you mill men make more use 
of the indicator? Every day in the year a 
man can go into paper mills and find engines 
running at an expense which might be 
lessened by the free and intelligent use of 
the steam engine indicator. A good many 
men, when the indicator is mentioned, 
shrug their shoulders and say: ‘‘ Yes, the 
indicator is a good thing for an engine 
manufacturer; he can make it tell the best 
possible story about the engines he has for 
sale.” This is true, in a measure. Every 
man has the right to represent his goods to 
the best advantage as long as the truth be 
told, and the indicator will tell you the 
truth regarding the economy of steam as 
used in your engines, as well as 
in those of the manufacturer, 

The indicator presents upon a 
sheet of paper a horizontal line 
representing the length of stroke 
of an engine, With no connec- 
tion between the indicator drum 
and engine cylinder, if steam be 
admitted to the indicator while 
the paper drum is at rest the re- 


inder. 

If a man pushes a distance of 
4 feet, with a force of 60 pounds, 
it is pretty evident that four times 
sixty is a measure of the force 
exerted by that man in that push. 
If the force decreased irregularly 
from the beginning of the push 
to its close, it is also evident that 
four times sixty is not the correct 
measure of the force exerted. The 
indicator enables a man to see 
just how hard the push the piston 
of a steam engine has been at any 
given point of its stroke, and by 
employing the ‘‘ four times sixty ” 
method the force exerted in a steam engine 
can readily be calculated. Following out the 
four times sixty example a man soon arrives 
at a theory as to what an ideal indicator card 
ought to be like, and he endeavors to bring 
existing cards to approximate the ideal by a 
study of what caused the departure there- 
from, and how to remedy the defects by 
making the necessary changes. 


What more does a man need? When a 
strange line or proportion appears on an 
indicator card the reasoning powers are at 
once put to work to ascertain a cause there- 
for, and it is not long before a man is so 
familiarized with the indicator that he 
knows at once the effect upon a card, caused 
by the disarrangement or moving of the 
engine valves or from other changes. When 
this point is reached, the indicator becomes 
of value to its user. No longer will he shake 
his head and say, ‘‘I don’t believe in this 
indicator business.” He is obliged to be- 
lieve, for common sense is his teacher. 


An indicator card taken with throttle valve 
wide open is much different from a card 
taken with the throttle partly shut, so that 
the engine cannot get all the steam it 
requires. A study of this difference enables 
the indicator man to recognize it whenever 
met with, and is a sure indication of wire 
drawing. An engine giving a card of this 
kind, if the steam ports proved as large as 
required, would be condemned at once as 
being piped from the boiler with a pipe too 
small for the service. Likewise, when the 
steam pipe is found of ample size, the steam 
ports may be condemned as too small or as 
having some obstruction in them which 
prevents the passage of steam. Well do! 
remember two cases of this kind. One end 
of an indicator card always told of wire 
drawing. No fault could be found. The 
ports seemed of proper size and appeared to 
be exactly alike, but the trouble éxisted.

A piece of cast iron pipe, 12 
inches long, 7 inches in diameter at one end 
and 8 at the other, was bolted to the cast iron 
plate on the boiler. Eight inch wrought 
iron pipe completed the line to the engines.

broken stay bolts and braces, 
look overhead discovered the wire drawing 
trouble. That riveted casting had a hole in 
it, to be sure, but the hole was only /our 
inches in diameter. The rascally boiler maker 
had put on an opening plate with an area 
only one-fourth that of the steam pipe, and 
the rascally pipers had connected the large 
8 inch pipe to that contracted casting. 
The indicator did not discover this trouble, 
but it told that the trouble was not in the 
engine.

An illustration is given of a new stuff 


regulator for regulating automatically the | 


flow of pulp to the paper machine. 

Figure 1 is a plan view and Fig. 2 is a sec- 
tional side elevation of the improvement. 

The chest or box A, of suitable size and 
shape, is provided with the transverse par- 
tition B, extending from the bottom of the 
box upward to within a short distance of the 
upper open end of the box. The longitudinal 
partition C extends in the box A between

The lever O is provided with a rear extend- 
ing part carrying a weight, O’, for counter- 
balance. The lever is also provided with a 
downwardly extending gate, O*, resting 
against the partition P, and when the pan is 
in its lowest position having its front edge 
in line with the front edge of the partition 
P. The operation is as follows: The pump 
forces the pulp through the pipe G into the 
receiver D, which is thus filled, 
so that the pan L rides on the 
level of the pulp, and the pulp is 
discharged over the upper edge 
of the partition B into the com- 
partments E and F, from which 
part of the pulp passes through 
the pipe H upon the machine, 
and the surplus pulp in the re- 
ceptacle F passes through the pipe 
I back into the tank connected. 
with the pump. The pulp dis- 
charged into the compartment 
E passes through the opening 
formed between the extension 
gate O* and the gate K, and the 
latter is set on the rod J to give 
the required opening necessary 
for a certain thickness or weight 
of paper. With every stroke of 
the pump the pulp rises in the 
receiver D, raising the pan L 
with it, after which the latter 
settles back again as the pulp 
flows over the partition B into 
the compartments E and F. This 
up and down motion of the pan 
L does not affect the lever O, as 
the lower prong of the latter rests 
with its edge against the bottom of the 
rod N on account of the counterbalancing 
weight O*, so that the rod N on the up 
and down motion of the pan L moves be- 
tween the two forks of the lever O without 
affecting the latter. As soon as the pulp is 


| thick it does not flow very rapidly over the

partition B, and consequently rises higher in 
the receiver D, so as to raise the pan L 
sufficiently for the rod N to strike against 
the upper prong of the forked lever 
O, thereby imparting a swinging motion to 
the lever O, The extension gate O* is thus 
moved sidewise over the free edge of the 
partition P, thus diminishing the opening 
between the partition and the gate K, there- 
by cutting off the flow of paper pulp from 
the receiver D into the compartment E. 
When the paper pulp becomes thin, the pan 
L sinks downward and the rod N presses on 
the lower prong of the forked lever O, thus 
again increasing the opening between the 


| gate K and the partition P as the extension 


gate O* swings toward the rear side of the 
box A. It will thus be seen that a uniform 
amount of pulp will always flow from the 
receiver D into the compartment E,

Machine for Corrugating Paper. 








A new machine for corrugating paper 
or boards for packing purposes is made with 
two sets of working blades, one set of which 
is pivoted at one end to a collar fixed on a 
spindle, while the other end is pivoted to 
toggles which are pivoted toa dish sliding 
ona spindle. The other set is pivoted to 
another collar fixed on the spindle at one 
end, while the other end is also pivoted in 
toggles which are in turn pivoted to a dish. 
Both sets of blades are moved tangentially 
to the spindle, the toggles being guided in 
tangential slots of the sliding dishes, 
that the blades intercalate and corrugate 
the paper which is placed between them,

Boiler Explosions. 
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H, Weston, M. E.

The giving way of a seam, tearing of a 
plate, breaking of stay bolts or cast iron 
rings or the riveting of dome, the tube sheet 
pressing out and many other points of fail- 
ure may be the cause of explosions. The 
elements in the make of boilers which may 
cause explosions are material, workman- 
ship, method of staying, method of riveting, 
plan of boiler, &c. 

The material may be crystalline, of low 
tensile strength, or laminated—that is, having 
quite extensive planes running longitudi- 
nally with the rolling, these being caused by 
dirt, scale or foreign substance mingled in the 
iron at the time of rolling, and which do not 
allow the different quantities from which the 
plate is made to be properly welded together. 
If steel, it may be too hard, thereby not al- 
lowing stretch enough in the different parts 
of the boiler to conform to expansion, the 
right qualities being a tensile strength 
between 58,000 and 62,000 pounds and the 
stretch in an 8 inch piece between 25 and 30 
percent. Acracked and injured plate when 
forged for position in the boiler is of fre- 
quent occurrence, If the plate is thick and 
to be forged to sharp angles and irregular 
shape it is a difficult job and requires much 
skill (more than is usually found) to per- 
form, as smali cracks are apt to start on the 
edges, internal strains caused in the plate at 
and by the formation of angles, or strains 
and hard spots which are not counteracted 
by proper annealing. 

RIVETING. 

Much failure occurs on account of im- 
proper method of riveting and workman- 
ship. The punching of rivet holes always 
injures the plate, starting small radial 
cracks and changing the condition of the 
metal around the hole, causing strains, 
crystallization, &c. The proper way is to 
drill the holes small and ream them to the 
size of the rivet when the plate is drawn to- 
gether in its place. We thereby have the 
plates resting easily in position and the 
holes evenly matched, and consequently 
they will take an even bearing on the rivet, 
utilizing its full strength. It is easy to be 
seen that where holes are punched as in 
most work, and then the drift is used to 
force and twist the plate so that the holes 
will match, the metal must be stretched 
out of shape and strains put on it which 
may double when boiler is heated; or if 
holes cannot be forced in all instances to 
come evenly together, then there is an 
uneven bearing on the circumference of the 
rivet, tending to cut the rivet and twist the 
plate around the hole out of shape. Things 
like these are, hidden by the rivet head 
when the work is completed, and unless 
they are looked to at the time of making, 
they wait for an explosion to reveal them. 
Riveting by hand should be done away 
with, as it has always been imperfect, mak- 
ing a thin, weak head. Rivets put in in 
this way very often have heads so driven to 
one side and thin that they amount to 
nothing practically, whereas machine rivet- 
ing brings a quick, even pressure to form a 
perfectly shaped and thick head. 

STAYS 
are a fruitful cause of boilers giving way 
and exploding. This is because they are 
insufficient in number or size, or are im- 
perfectly fastened to the plates. Crooked 
stays are put in when not needed and are 
not made of sufficient section to stand the 
strain thrown on them (by leverage, on ac- 
count of their angular

he plan of the boiler is a point which 
should be carefully considered, so that ir- 


recular shapes may not cause strains by un- 
equal expansion of the parts so attached as 
to make no allowance for it. 

Deterioration of metal is caused mostly by 
equal expansion, either from improper 
plan or from unequal heating of different 
parts of boiler. When fired up the parts 
und the fire box of course reach a high 
temperature first, while others, more re- 
moved from the fire, are at a considerably 
temperature. This causes heavy 
strains, which weaken the plate, or, if oc- 
curring often, produce crystallization, which 
is very productive of explosions. This 
seems to prove the advisability of keeping 
the boiler at nearly the same pressure and 
temperature continually.

It is proposed, 
therefore, to run a train every hour, or two 
hours, between Menasha and Kaukauna 
over the connecting tracks of the Milwaukee 
and Northern, and the Milwaukee, Lake 
Shore and Western railways. This enter- 
prise will be of great value to the entire 
community, and will assist in binding to- 
gether the fortunes of the four principal 
cities at this end of the Lower Fox River 
Valley. 

Just before the departure from this city a 
few days ago of Architect E. D. Jones, of Pitts- 
field, Mass., your correspondent was shown 
by him the complete plans for the new Fox 
River Paper Company’s mill which had been 
arriving from the East for several days pre- 
viously. There were ascore or more of them, 
executed and finished in the most artistic 
manner. As is somewhat customary in the 
East the new mill will be provided with an 
ornamental tower of imposing proportions, 
making it distinctive in this detail from’ any 
other mill in the valley. The main entrance 
will be through the base of the tower, which 
will be seven stories in height, and will ex- 
tend, to the top. of the flagstaff, roo feet 
above the foundation. An elevator will 
run up through the tower, communicating 
with each floor of the adjoining rooms, and 
on the seventh floor will be located a large 
water tank, which will be the source of sup- 
ply for the automatic fire sprinklers with 
which the mill will be provided. The steam 
boiler house will be surmounted by an 
octagonal brick chimney 125 feet in height. 
The contract for doing all the carpenter 
work and setting all the machinery has 
been let to George Danielson, of Neenah. 
The boring of the artesian well at this mill 
has been discontinued at a depth of 696 
feet, and the hole is now being enlarged 
from 6 to 8 inches in diameter all the way 
down. The quality and supply of water 
from the well have proved very satisfactory. 

The Atlas Paper Company, of this city, is 
now receiving from thirty to forty carloads 
of pulp wood per day at its yards here. 
There are about seven cords in a car, and the 
total receipts this month will be about 3,000 
cords. During the course of the year the 
Atlas pulp mills use about 10,000 cords of 
poplar and spruce. The hauling and trans- 
portation of this wood amount to a big item. 
Twenty-eight teams are employed at one 
station getting it out to the railroad, and 
forty men are kept busy unloading in the 
yards here, while freight bills now amount 
to over $5,000 a month.

A CONDENSED report of the proceed- 
ings at the dinner of the paper and allied 
trades of Philadelphia on the 9th inst.

NEED of a uniform system of dealing 
with insolvents has become so urgent 
that a conference of the representatives 
of commercial bodies has been called to 
meet at St. Louis on the 28th inst. While 
there have been propositions of various 
kinds as to a general bankruptcy law, 
there cannot be any desire on the part of 
those who favor such a statute to follow 


a precise and inflexible method, however | 


much they may be convinced that one 
plan propesed is the best. 
wanted is a mode of procedure which 
shall be the same in all of the States, a 
provision of law which shall secure the 
creditor in his just claims, while it pro- 
tects the debtor from harsh treatment. 
There is need to get rid of treachery and 
fraudulent preferences, and of all devices 
which shall serve to fatten lawyers and 
deplete estates. The different trade or- 
ganizations should take this question 
into consideration and ought to be rep- 
resented at the St. Louis convention. 


A QUESTION of classification now pend- 
ing before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is now exciting considerable at- 
tention, and in this connection the gen- 
eral issue as to carload lots is brought 
under consideration, There will always 
be friction and trouble on this subject, 
no matter whether it shall be decided 
that carloads shall pay a lower freight 
rate than smaller shipments or vice versa. 
Looking at it from both sides there seems 
to be an element of justice for the claims 
on either, and how to reconcile this anti- 
thesis is what will trouble many more 
people than the members of the com- 
mission. Of course the question may be 
decided peremptorily in favor of the 
larger or the smaller interest as far as 
shippers are concerned, but this will not 
satisfy those to whom such a decision 
would operate adversely. 


BuT it must be admitted the shippers | 


of small lots have rights which ought to 
be secured. In fact, the general distri- 
bution of goods occurs through their 
medium, and their business will be in- 
jured or retarded by a great advance in 
the charges for transporting small lots as 
compared with the rates charged for car- 
loads.

IT is doubtless true that the cost of 
handling smaller parcels and packages is

| but it is a fact that the pooled lines for 
| several years made no such difference in 
| classification on east and west bound 
| traffic, and enforced their rates impar- 
tially upon large and small shippers 
alike. For general or miscellaneous 
freight, which constitutes the bulk of 
west bound shipments, the railroads have 
|to keep 2 general staff, whether the 


| and the handling expenses therefore are 
| not materially increased. The tremen- 
| dous amount of local business done be- 
| tween the Eastern and Western States 
shows clearly that the smaller shippers 
far outnumber the larger, and they 
are certainly entitled to that protec- 
tion which public policy and business 
expediency demand. All arbitrary dis- 
| criminations work injustice, and ought 
| not to betolerated. We believe that it is 
| conceded that it costs a railway no more 
to transport ten carloads of freight be- 
longing to as many different people than 
it does to forward the same quantity on 
behalf of one consignor. Should there, 
then, be any difference in the rates or a 
discrimination against the number and 
to the advantage of the one? This is 
the question which many shippers would 
| like to have decided.

I. M. Loughead’ presided, and was flanked 
on the right by Charles Emory Smith, Rev. 
J. S. MacIntosh, Gen. J. P. S. Gobin, Wil- 
liam F. Johnson, N. R. Monachesi, W. M. 
Patton, Daniel Sweeney and Irwin N. Me- 
gargee, and on the left by Justice McCollum, 
Col. Clayton McMichael, Rev. S. D. McCon- 
nell, Joe] Cook, Howard Lockwood and Eu- 
gene Zieber. 

The menu cards were very unique and 
beautiful. They were dainty little books, 
bound in maroon and white leatherette, with 
gold rulings, pages edged with gold, while 
the title, “‘As You Like It,” appeared in 
gold on the recto. The paper was of a heavy, 
rich quality, the end papers having a moiré 
antique finish. Upon every other page ap- 
peared the name of the course, printed in 
carmine, while beneath it was an appropri- 
ate and taking selection from a standard 
author, printed in olive. 

The guest cards were gilt edge folders 
representing an envelope cut open at the 
bottom and sides. On the front was the 
guest’s name, the cancelling stamp, which 
read ““P. B. S. and F. G. T. Banquet, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1889, 6 P. M.,” and a 2 cent postage 
stamp.

I stand here as 
an humble citizen, a member of the lawmaking body 
of the State of Pennsylvania. This is a great State of 
ours. [A voice—* You bet your life!"’] I not only 
bet my life, but bet the life of every man around me. 
Ic bas bigger men, brainier men, handsomer women, I 
think [laughter], than any State in the Union, and why 
should not that be? From the very inception of this 
governmem and this nation no State has moved as 
this State of Pennsylvania. There has never been a 
time when Vennsylvania has been found wanting, 
either in fealty to the nation or Government, or in 
exact justice to ourselves and to our people. [Ap- 
plause.] 


Justice McCollum, of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court, spoke to the toast to ‘‘ The 
Bench.” 

Col. Clayton McMichael was called on and 
responded humorously to the toast to Phil- 
adelphia.

It is worth while to point out for a moment the ex- 
traordinary effect which paper bas had and is having 
on civilization.

My friend on the right has pointed with absolute 
truthfulness that the only safeguard of civil liberty is 
the absolute liberty of the press. [Applause.] I am 
ready to go a step further and say that only good must 
result from the intelligent use of books. |Applause.]}

all the brains that he has—and we have but very little

that time was made from rags alone and was selling 
at 30 cents a pound. Someone came along and in- 
vented straw pulp, which was the first break, and the 
price of paper came down. Next to that came an in- 
ventor by the name of Burgess, from England, who 


We went on from one step to an- 
other until 1869 there came a German to Baltimore 
and introduced what was called ground wood. We 
paper makers said it was a filler, a substitute for 
clay. I tried this wood pulp and condemned it. It 
could notuseit. The press said 
we cannot use it, it spoils our type ; but there turned 
up a man by the name of Warner Miller [a voice, “* He 
ought to be Governor of New York ’"'], a gentleman

about the use of wood pulp and thereby again low- 
ered the price of paper. 

Many of you know that history tells us that in 1690 
the first paper mill was erected on this continent. It 
was located within 6 miles of where we are to-night 
assembled, and the paper then made was the product 
of muscle, not steam power. Paper was then made by 
hand, but the invention of the Fourdrinier and cylin- 
der machines about the beginning of this century 
changed that. Still in 1850 it was considered a big thing 
to make 3,000 pounds of paper a day by machinery, 
and in 1863 4,000 pounds was an enormous daily 
product for a paper mill. What is done to-day? We 
have machines which will run off 1o tons of papera 
day, and these machines are built by American me- 
chanics. This advance in paper making has been the 
life of the press; it has given sinew to the newspaper, 
because if the latter had to pay 25 or 30 cents per 
pound for paper it could not sell for 1 or 2 pennies 
Consequently it is the paper manufacturer who has 
been the philanthropist, because he has given cheap 
paper, whereby the press can diffuse knowledge and 
educate the community. It is no longer customary for 
a paper to be used by four or five families. Now every 
man reads one or two newspapers. [Applause.]

ties of paper and cloth, are corn husks. 
The husks are boiled with caustic soda in 
rotary boilers, and are brought to a spongy 
condition, the fibre being loosened but filled 
with a glutinous substance which proves to 
be a perfect dough of corn meal, containing 
in a concentrated form all the pabulum 
originally contained in the husk, The glu- 
tinous matter is removed from the fibres, 
leaving them in the shape of a mass or 
chain of longitudinal threads interspersed 
with adense mass of short fibre. A linen 
made from the long fibres is said to fur- 
nish a very good substitute for the coarser 
kinds of flax and hemp, and to be superior 
to jute, gunny cloth, coir and the like. 

The paper, for which mostly the short 
fibres are used—the long fibres constituting 
the material for spinning—is said to be 
stronger than papers of the same weight 
made from rags, its quality exceeding that 
of the best English drawing papers, and 
being especially adapted for pencil drawing, 
stenographic writing and water colors. Its 
durability exceeds, it is claimed, that of 
paper made from any other materiai, and 
corn husk parchment is not at exposed 
points destroyed by insects.
